Historical Society remembers 
contributions of John Lenox 


The Bracken County His¬ 
torical Society is mourning one 
of its own again. John Lenox 
passed away on Wednesday, 
July 16, 2014 at the University 
of Cincinnati Medical Center. 

John and his wife, Pat, 
moved back to his home town 
in Bracken County, building a 
home in 1990 on family land 
in Foster, when he retired 
from dentistry. They became 
active in the Historical Soci¬ 
ety, volunteering at the So¬ 
ciety’s office every Friday, a 
program they maintained for 
many years. John served first 
as Vice President in 1998, and 
then President the following 
year, and Pat was elected Vice 
President, then Treasurer and 
Office Manager. Both joined 
the Life Member Register in 
January 2002. And in 2012, 
they were both given the Liv¬ 
ing History Award for their 
Special Devotion to Preserv¬ 
ing the History of Bracken 
County. 

John was instrumental 
in getting space on the third 
floor of the courthouse for the 
particular use of the Society, 
including the continued gath¬ 
ering of records to be stored, 
preserved, organized and 
researched. He physically 
moved shelving, boxes and 
books, at times arranging for 
help by additional manpower. 
He compiled a list of what ar¬ 
chival work had been done by 
the group of ladies who spent 
much time in that area. 


When Bracken County 
held Heritage Days in Sep¬ 
tember, John volunteered his 
help at the stand for the Soci¬ 
ety. And again, when Bracken 
County needed someone to 
man the booth at the Northern 
Kentucky Regional History 
Day, John was there. 

In 1998, he organized the 
paperwork for the group that 
cares for the Old Johnsville 
Pioneer Cemetery, serving as 
President for a time, and re¬ 
maining a Board Member un¬ 
til his death. 

There was much research¬ 
ing, even long distance phone 
calls, arranging and organiz¬ 
ing, in the work that he did. 

He familiarized him¬ 
self with laws on naturaliza¬ 
tion and then researched the 
Bracken County records to 
write a book “Declaration and 
Naturalization Records from 
the Bracken County, KY Court 
1797-1906.” 

He also wrote “The Land 
Grant Process in Kentucky and 
Land Grant Related Transac¬ 
tions in Bracken County, KY 
and Mason County, KY In¬ 
volving Philip Buckner 1781- 
1807” and “Augusta, Ken¬ 
tucky Lot Owners 1797-1830 
with Maps.” 

It is really hard to list all 
the things that John did for 
the Society because they were 
so numerous. But we are so 
grateful that John Lenox chose 
to help in any way that he 
could and did.

COLOR BLINDNESS IS NOT 
COLOR BLIND 

Color vision deficiency (“color EYE INSTITUTE, 


blindness”), an inherited trait, is 
much more common among boys 
than it is among girls since the red 
and green pigment genes involved 
in color vision are located on the 
X chromosome. Beyond that, 
recent research also reveals that 
color vision deficiency afflicts, 
Caucasian boys at three times 
the rate of African-American 
boys. Among children between 
the ages of 37 and 72 months, 
5.6% of Caucasian boys were 
“color blind” compared with 
1.6% of African- American boys. 
In the same age group, Asian 
boys had the second highest 
percentage (3.1%), followed 
by Hispanic boys (2.6%) The 
overall prevalence of color 
vision deficiency is about 2% (59 
boys and 4 girls out of the 4,005 
children tested).

Child Find 

The Bracken County School District keeps educational records in a secure location in 
each school and Board office. 

The Bracken County School District obtains written consent from a parent or eligible 
student (age 18 or who is attending a postsecondary institution), before disclosing 
personally identifiable information to an entity or individual not authorized to receive it 
under FERPA. 

For students who have been determined eligible for Special Education, educational 
records will be destroyed at the request of the parents when they are no longer needed 
to provide educational programs or services. The Bracken County School District may 
destroy the educational records of a child without parent request five years after they are 
no longer needed to provide educational programs or services. Parents are advised that 
data contained in the records may later be needed for Social Security benefits or other 
purposes. The Bracken County School District may retain, for an indefinite period of time, 
a record of the student’s name, address, telephone number, grades, attendance records, 
classes attended, grade level completed, and year completed. 

Children eligible for Special Education include those children with disabilities who 
have autism, deaf-blindness, developmental delay, emotional-behavior disability, hearing 
impairment, mental disability, multiple disabilities, orthopedic impairment, other health 
impairment, specific learning disability, speech or language impairment, traumatic brain 
injury, or visual impairment and who because of such an impairment need Special Education 
services. 

Children eligible for 504 services include those children in a public elementary and 
secondary education program who have a current physical or mental impairment that 
currently substantially limits some major life activity which causes the student’s ability to 
access the school environment or school activities to be substantially limited. 

Children eligible for the State-Funded Preschool program include three- and 
four-year-old children identified with disabilities and four-year-old children who are 
at-risk, as defined by federal poverty levels up to 150%. Preschool children eligible 
for special education must have an Individual Education Plan (IEP) instead of a 504 
plan to receive State-Funded Preschool program services. 

The Bracken County School District has an ongoing “Child Find” system, which is 
designed to locate, identify and evaluate any child residing in a home, facility, or residence 
within its geographical boundaries, age three (3) to twenty-one (21) years, who may have a 
disability and be in need of Special Education or 504 services. This includes children who 
are not in school; those who are in public, private, or home school; those who are highly 
mobile such as children who are migrant or homeless; and those who are advancing from 
grade to grade, who may need but are not receiving Special Education or 504 services. 

The district’s “ChildFind ” system includes children with disabilities attending private 
or home schools within the school district boundaries who may need special education 
services. 

The Bracken County School District will make sure any child enrolled in its district 
who qualifies for Special Education or 504 services, regardless of how severe the disability, 
is provided appropriate Special Education or 504 services at no cost to the parents of the 
child. 

Parents, relatives, public and private agency employees, and concerned citizens are 
urged to help the Bracken County School District find any child who may have a disability 
and need Special Education or 504 services. The District needs to know the name and 
age, or date of birth of the child; the name, address, and phone number(s) of the parents or 
guardian; the possible disability; and other information to determine if Special Education 
or 504 services are needed. 

Letters and phone calls are some of the ways the Bracken County School District 
collects the information needed. The information the school District collects will be used 
to contact the parents of the child and find out if the child needs to be evaluated or referred 
for Special Education or 504 services. 

If you know of a child who lives within the boundaries of the Bracken County School 
District, who may have a disability, and may need but is not receiving Special Education 
or 504 services, please call 606-735-3349 or send the information to: Jennifer Stewart, 
Director of Special Education & Section 504 Coordinator, Bracken County Board of 
Education, 348 West Miami Street, Brooksville, KY 41004.

County Board of Education, 348 West Miami Street, Brooksville, KY 41004. 

“Child Find” activities will continue throughout the school year. As part of these 
efforts the Bracken County School District will use screening information, student records, 
and basic assessment information it collects on all children in the District to help locate 
those children who have a disability and need Special Education or 504 services. Any 
information the District collects through “Child Find” is maintained confidentially. 

Written Policies and Procedures have been developed which describe the District’s 
requirements regarding the confidentiality of personally identifiable information and 
“Child Find” activities. There are copies in the Principal’s office of each school, and in 
the Board of Education office. Copies of these Policies and Procedures may be obtained 
by contacting: Daniel Fisher, Director of Pupil Personnel & Instructional Supervisor, 
Bracken County Board of Education, 348 West Miami Street, Brooksville, KY

The District office is open Monday through Friday, from 7:30 a.m. to 4:30 p.m.

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Fishing options for 
the dog days 

The dog days of summer 
settled over Kentucky in the 
last week, bringing the hot¬ 
test temperatures of the year. 
The summer heat in July and 
August make fishing reser¬ 
voirs a tough prospect. 

Even bluegill get grumpy 
in the larger lakes at this time 
of year, much less large- 
mouth bass. 

“We are getting to the 
time of year of the maximum 
production for baitfish, such 
as shad, in our reservoirs,” 
said Ryan Oster, fisheries 
program coordinator for the 
Kentucky Department of 
Fish and Wildlife Resources. 
“Bass and other predator fish 
don’t have to search hard for 
food. The bigger lakes are 
full of 2- to 3-inch shad; a 
perfect bite-sized meal for 
them. They shouldn’t be as 
hungry on our larger lakes.” 

Anglers have options 
now that reservoir fishing is 
tough during the day. Oster 
recommends flowing waters 
such as creeks and tailwaters 
below the major reservoirs 
for fishing during the dog 
days. 

Wade fishing a stream 
for smallmouth bass is a pro¬ 
ductive and refreshing way 
to spend a scorching July or 
August afternoon. Wading a 
stream boils fishing down to 
the essentials; you must car¬ 
ry all of your lures and tack¬ 
le. Wading harkens back to 
youthful fishing adventures 
with older relatives when all 
you had was one spin cast 
outfit and a small tackle box. 

Streams usually flow 
low and gentle this time of 
year, making for easy wad¬ 
ing. However, the best fish¬ 
ing of the year is a water 
rise that follows a soaking 
rain. Not a flood or water 
that looks like flowing mud, 
but a gentle rise that slightly 
stains the water. Smallmouth 
bass move to flowing shoals 
when creeks rise in late sum¬ 
mer and hit 4-inch black fi¬ 
nesse worms with abandon. 
They also crush dark brown 
creature baits that imitate 
crayfish. 




The Cumberland River 
holds fish like this large 
brown trout sampledfrom the 
river by fisheries biologists in 
2011. Wadingthe Cumberland 
River for trout or one of 
the many smallmouth bass 
streams across Kentucky in 
July and August produces 
excellent fishing. The cool 
water also acts as natural air 
conditioning. 

When streams flow at 
normal levels in July and 
August, downsize your lure 
selection for stream small¬ 
mouth bass. A 3-inch Senko- 
style soft plastic jerkbait re¬ 
ally shines in low, clear late 
summer water. Those in hues 
of green or brown with gold, 
green, blue, silver or red glit¬ 
ter seem to catch more small- 
mouths now than those with 
just black flakes or no flakes

at all. 

Topwater lures work well 
right now in the first and last 
hours of the day. Smaller, 
subtler topwaters such as a 
floating/diving minnow draw 
more strikes in late summer 
than loud, aggressive topwa¬ 
ters such as a buzzbait. The 
peak of topwater fishing on 
streams is still on the horizon 
in September. 

Log on to the depart¬ 
ment’s website at fw.ky.gov 
and click on the “Recre¬ 
ational Fishing” tab, then the 
“Stream Fisheries” tab for a 
list of smallmouth streams 
in Kentucky. Click on the 
“Where to Fish” tab for 
public access spots on these 
streams. 

The Cumberland River 
below Wolf Creek Dam is 
another great place to wade 
in July and August where the 
water flows cold year round. 
The completion of repairs 
on Wolf Creek Dam brought 
back the normal release 
schedule that improved the 
water quality in the Cumber¬ 
land River for trout. 

“When you see the fish 
in the Cumberland now, they 
are more robust, healthier 
and there are many more big 
fish,” said Ron Brooks, direc¬ 
tor of fisheries for Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife. 

Last year, Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife stocked 13,000 
15- to 17-inch quick grow¬ 
ing, sterile rainbow trout. 
“We are starting to see many 
bigger rainbows from last 
year’s stockings,” Brooks 
said. 

Earlier this summer, 
Brooks caught a 24-inch 
brown trout, followed by 
20-inch rainbow trout on 
consecutive casts while on a 
wade fishing trip on the Cum¬ 
berland. “I caught several 
rainbows over 20 inches,” 
he said. “It was an incredible 
day, the best day I’ve ever 
had.” 

Brooks said he overheard 
a conversation between two 
anglers through the dense 
early morning fog that is a 
summer staple on the Cum¬ 
berland. One lamented an 
upcoming trout fishing trip 
to Montana. 

“He said we have more 
and bigger trout here on the 
Cumberland tailwater than 
in Montana,” Brooks said. 
“When you hear something 
like that, you know you’ve 
got something special.” 

Trout are holding in 
deep water under rocks, sub¬ 
merged logs and undercut 
banks during the day right 
now in Cumberland River. 
Brooks had his glory day fly 
fishing a wet caddis fly, but 
fly anglers report trout cur¬ 
rently prefer midges, prince 
nymphs and bead-head 
pheasant tails. 

Spinning anglers should 
work small, suspended jerk- 
baits in the rainbow trout 
color over rocks, logs or oth¬ 
er trout hiding spots. Small 
deep-running, crawfish-col¬ 
ored crankbaits fished along 
submerged rocks, logs and 
along undercut banks also 
work well. Brown trout espe¬ 
cially like this presentation. 

“With all of the air con¬ 
ditions running now, they 
are generating more electric¬ 
ity with more turbines run¬ 
ning at the dam,” Brooks 
said. “Check the generation 
schedule before you go and 
be careful wading or boat¬ 
ing.” 

To check the generation 
schedule for the day, call 1- 
606-678-8697 or log on to 
the Nashville District of the 
U.S. Army Corps of Engi¬ 
neer’s homepage at www.lrn. 
usace.army.mil/ and click on 
the “Missions” tab, then the 
“Recreation” tab. 

The Cumberland is not 
the only tailwater that holds 
trout. A list of stocked tail- 
waters and the monthly trout 
stocking schedule are under 
the “Recreational Fishing” 
tab at fw.ky.gov. 

Forget the big lakes dur¬ 
ing the day in July and Au¬ 
gust. The flowing waters are 
best right now.

Treasurer Todd Hollen¬ 
bach is cautioning Kentuck¬ 
ians to be wary of suspicious 
mail, email or other contact 
regarding unclaimed prop¬ 
erty that does not include 
the Official Kentucky State 
Treasury letter head. The 
Treasurer’s office was re¬ 
cently notified of the suspi¬ 
cious mailings by the Na¬ 
tional Unclaimed Property 
Association (NAUPA). 

“The majority of these 
mailings are coming in the 
form of a postcard with a 
Denver, Colorado postmark 
and an unclaimed property 
message notification,” Trea¬ 
surer Hollenbach said. 

The cards are usually 
green, blue, yellow, or or¬ 
ange and instruct the recipi¬ 
ent to call a toll free number 
with a provided personal ID 
number. The callers are then 
directed to the NAUPA web¬ 
site. 

“I want to assure every¬ 
one that these postcards are 
in no way shape or form a 
part of the Kentucky State 
Treasury or our Unclaimed 
Property program, known 
as Treasure Finders,” Hol¬ 
lenbach said. According to 
NAUPA, the post cards re¬ 
portedly are being mailed out 
by debt collectors. 

“If you receive one of 
these notices,” Hollenbach 
added, “I’d advise you not to 
call the number or provide 
any information. Call us in¬ 


stead.” 

“Our Treasure Finders 
program has been immensely 
successful, rapidly approach¬ 
ing our goal of returning $ 120 
million dollars to the people 
of Kentucky,” said Hollen¬ 
bach. “Unfortunately, with 
the success and widespread 
recognition of our program, 
individuals with ulterior mo¬ 
tives have at times used this 
as an opportunity to portray 
themselves as being associ¬ 
ated with this program. Let 
me assure you in this case 
they are not!”

Last of the first and only 
Fabulous Five, Wallace Clay¬ 
ton 4 Wah Wah’ Jones left us this 
week. He was 88. 

Nicknamed Wah Wah by 
his sister Jackie when she was 
just learning to talk and couldn’t 
pronounce his name, stuck. 

An All-American for raw- 
hide tough legends Bear Bryant 
and Adolph Rupp at Kentucky, 
Wah Wah was their equal at 
thriving on toughness. 

He had an incredibly full 
life in and around athletics. 
High school then college star¬ 
dom including an Olympics 
gold medal, the Harlan native 
was once sheriff of Fayette 
County and remained a popular 
fixture around UK athletics all 
the way to introduction at the 
2013-14 basketball season. 

A photograph of Jones 
taken in 1948 represented what 
I believed a genuine college 
athlete ought look. At 6-feet- 
4, heavy muscled shoulders 
and legs, fiercely competitive, 
tough, with Clark Kent-like 
shock of black hair and no tat¬ 
toos. A twin for Jim Thorpe 
only larger. 

Adolph Rupp was asked 
frequently about his “favor¬ 
ite player of all time” and Der 
Baron never said so, but some 
believe Wah Wah was his man. 

In 2011 a newspaper pho¬ 
tograph imaged UK All-Ameri¬ 
can Anthony Davis alongside a 
bent-by-age, Wah Wah Jones. It 
left me to wonder: Does young 
Anthony Davis realize he is in 
the presence of greatness? 

Wah Wah Jones.

Who could cast Kentucky’s 
still-in-the-honeymoon-glow 
football coach Mark Stoops as 
villain?
